THREE MEN RECEIVE 
SHORT SUSPENSIONS 


Outcome of Trials Result 

of Suggestion That Ac- 
cused Men Give Assur- 
ance of Future Loyalty 
and Co-operation. 


Charges against Captain E. J. Setz, 
of fire station No. 16, alleging con- 
spiracy with seven other firemen 
against Fire Chief Cody, were dis- 
missed by the board of firemasters 
in session Friday afternoon. Simi- 
lar charges against Captain John 
Terrell, of station No. 11, were also 
dismissed. 

R. G. Anderson, of station No. 11; 
H. B, Cummings, of station No. Il, 
and J. S. Hannah, of station No. 12, 
pleaded guilty in the main to charges 
‘against them and the board extend- 
ed their terms of suspension until 
8 o'clock this morning, when they 
will return to duty. 

HW. O. Rosser, of station No. 16, 
denied the charges against him and 
he will go to trial next Monday 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock before the 
board. 

Clemency Is Urged. 

The wholesale reinstatement of 
the men was the outcome of an ap- 
peal by Mayor Key who suggested 
that if the men under sitspension 
would come before the board and 
the chief and give assurance of their 
future loyalty and co-operation that 
the accusations be dropped, and the 
expressed willingness of Chief Cody 
to accept at face value the state- 
ments of the men before the board. 

Fireman R. G. Anderson was 
scheduled to face trial Friday after- 
noon, but immediately after the 
board convened Mayor Key arose 
and reiterated the position he as- 
sumed last Tuesday at the trial of 
R. FE. Little that in the interest of 
harmony in the department the 
slate be wiped clean and the men 
returned to their stations. His stand 
met opposition: from the attorneys 
for the prosecution and the majority 
of. the board at that time. 

Friday, however, members of the 
board openly advocated his proposal, 
only Councilman Al Martin and 
Councilman J. L. Carpenter protest- 
ing against this course. 

Result of Politics. 

Mayor Key stated in renewing his 
suggestion of last Tuesday that 
there has been in the fire depart- 
ment a good deal of factionalism, 
some personal and some political, 
and that it was not the wish of the 
board to interfere with the political 
wo eae of anybody in the de- 
partment; that probably as the out- 
“rowth of political differences a 
good many things had been said that 
ought not to have been said. He 
said that he believed Chief Cody was 
magnanimous and generous-hearted 


enough to forgive, and that apolo- | 


gies from the men and reinstate- 
ment for them would again put the 
fire department in harmonious ac- 
cord. 

Chairman J. R. Seawright declar- 
ed that he believed it was the best 
thing the board could do, both for 
the men and for the department.

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Labor Leader Classes 
Three Together—Up to 
U.S. Employers to Keep 


Bolshevism Out of This 


Country. 


New York, April 11.—“American |, 


employers have it in their power 
to keep Bolshevism out of the coun- 
try,” according to Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federa- 


tion of Labor, who has just returned | 


from the peace conference. 
Mr. Gompers said today that while 


organized labor “will do its share” | 


to fight “Bolshevism,” it 
carry the burden alone.” 

“IT hold the Bolsheviki, stand-pat- 
ters and profiteers as equally a men- 
ace to the civilization of their time,” 
he continued. “If every effort made 
by the constructive labor movement 
of America is opposed, thwarted and 
defeated, we shall then be power- 
less to be of any help.” 

Mr. Gompers declared that Presl- 
dent Wilson was in entire accord 
with him in his decision not to 
attend the international socialist 
conference in Berne, agreeing with 
him that “it would not be fitting 
to confer with unrepentant Germany 
while the wounds of war were still 
wide open.” 

“T haven't read of, much leff met, 
a German who repented of his coun- 
try’s crime against civilization,” 
said the veteran labor leader. “They 
call it a ‘revolution’ in Germany, 
when not one man of the govern- 
ment has been arrested, detained, 
punished or killed. Draw your own 
inference. It’s a sort of opera 
bouffe. The junkers and financial 
interests are in charge there now 
just as much as they were before 
the war and they are spreading the 
policy of discontent and miserable 
hostility throughout the world to 
maintain the same conditions in 
Germany.” 


BRIBERY GHARGED 
UN TROLLEY FARES 


N. Y. State Senator Al- 
leges He Was Offered 
Governorship to Favor 
Advance, But Charge Is 
Emphatically Denied. 


Albany, N. Y., April 11.—Emphatiec 
denial was the answer today of 
Richard H. Burke, of New York, to 
the charge of Senator George F. 
Thompson that Burke had offered 
him a bribe in the form of a $500,- 
000 campaign fund for the gover- 
norship as the price of the senator’s 
support of the Carson-Martin bill 
to permit street railway companies 
to increase fare rates. 

Burke, who is vice president of 
the Special Service Flooring cor- 
poration and connected with the 
Federal Signal company, not only 
denied making the $500,000 offer 
about which Senator Thompson had 
testified earlier in the day, but said 
he had never had any conversation 
concerning the governorship with 
the senator. 

Represented Only Himself. 

Burke told the senate 
committee which is conducting the 
investigation that in his conversa- 
tions with Thompson regarding 
traction legislation he represented 
nobody but himself. He had a liv- 
ing to make, he said, and he felt 
that if he could render some valu- 
able service to persons prominent 
in financial affairs he might get 
some material help. 

“T don't want to be smirched by 
innuendo,” he said to the commit- 
tee. “I never got a dollar from Mr. 
Brady or the B. R. T. directly or in- 
directly or from anyone connected 
with him. I was playing Thomp- 
son. Thompson had to blame some- 
body when he talked his head off, 
so he just slapped it on me.” 

Before being sworn Burke signed 
a waiver of immunity. 

In his testimony Senator Thomp- 
son mentioned the names of John 
B. Stanchfield, one of the attorneys 
for the Interborough company; 
Nicholas F. Brady, of the Brooklyn 


He | Rapid Transit corporation; C. M. G. 


Thomas, vice president of the Con- 
solidated Gas company, and former 
Governor Charles S. Whitman. He 
made public these names only at 
the instance of the committee. 
What Thompson Said. 

Senator Thompson said 
Richard H. Burke, of New York, told 
him that if he would assist in the 
Passage of the Carson-Martin in- 
creased trolley fare bill he could be- 
come governor of the state and that 
the traction interests would raise in 
his behalf a campaign fund amount- 
ing to $500,000. 

Senator Thompson also told of 
dining subsequently with former 
Governor Charles S. Whitman at the 
St. Regis hotel, New York, at Whit- 
man's invitation. He said that the 
former governor told him he had 
been requested to talk with him by 
Theodore P. Shonts, of the Interbor- 
ough company. Mr. Whitman, he 
testified, told him he thought he 
was making a mistake in not sup- 
porting the Carson-Martin bill, as it 
might give him a chance to be gov- 
ernor. 

Senator Thompson protested at 
giving the names of the persons 
who, he said, Burke hald told him 
would be behind him. He said he 
had no proof, and it was only in-

WORKMEN STRIKING

Copenhagen, April 11.—In a new 
Spartacan outbreak at Dusseldorf 
Thursday twenty-five persons were 
killed and twenty-five wounded 
when government troops used ma- 
chine + © on Spartacan demonstra- 
tors, Th@ Lokal Anzeiger, of Berlin, 
Says. 

A crowd of several thousand as- 
sembled before Spartacan headquar- 
ters in Dusseldorf Thursday after- 
noona The police ordered the crowd 
to disperse, whereupon there was 
some shooting. While soldiers were 
being brought up, the crowd erect- 
ed barricades in the streets. After 
the fighting, in which casualties 
were sustained, the Spartacans fled. 

Dusseldorf, the newspaper adds, 
was in complete darkness last night, 
the gas and electric works having 
ceased operations. Trains and street 
cars stopped running. 

The strike in Brunswick is re- 
ported to be general and the rail- 
way station there is closed. Lead- 
ers of the Brunswick strike have 
sent an ultimatum to the diet de- 
manding that all powers be handed 
over to the workers’ council. 

Workmen. in thirty-seven othe: 
German towns have gone on strike 
in favor of introducing the soviet 
system. . 
RED MOVEMENT 

Copenhagen, April 11.—The revo- 
lutionary movement in Bavaria has 
spread to Baden and agitators are 
working in Karlsruhe, Mannheim 
and other lage towns, according to 
a Karlsruhe dispatch to The Acht 
Uhr Blatt, of Berlin. 

The agitators are said to be at- 
tempting to start a revolution ana 
to proclaim a_ soviet republic in 
Baden, They would also unité Baden 
with the Bavarian soviet govern- 
ment. 

Revolutionary tribunals have 
been established in Munich and 
twenty-eight judges sit in relays of 
seven throughout the day and night. 
Says a dispatch to The Moniteur. 
The sentences of the judges are car- 
ried out immediately. 

The central soldiers’ and work- 
men’s committee for Bavaria has 
appointed a provisional mandatory 
for military affairs. The dispatch 
says that all the newspapers have 
been placed under municipal con- 
trol, the owners receiving no com- 
pensation. . 

The council of people’s manda- 
tories, which has been in control at 
Munich, has been dispersed by the 
communists, who have formed a 
communist government there, 
cording to The Frankenische 
Tagespost, of Nuremberg. 

The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger is in 
receipt of Bavarian advices stating 
that the communist council in 
Munich was in session until 4 
o’clock this morning, and that it 
elected a new central council, the 
councilmen comprising five work- 
men and five soldiers, with Herr 
Klatz, a bricklayer, as president. 
The communist leader, Lewien, re- 
fused to join the council. 
RELEASE IS ORDERED 
OF RUSS PRISONERS. 

Berlin, April 11.—The Munich 
revolutionary council has ordered 
the immediate release of all prison- 
ers of war in Bavaria. The order 
frees thousands of Russian prison- 
ers, including the Russian com- 
munist, Axelrod. 

The council which has been in 
charge of the Munich banks has

Cost of Living 
To Remain High, 
Asserts Expert 


Statistician of National 

City Bank Says No Ma-| 
| terial Drop Is Likely. | 
| Wage Advances and In- 
flation Will Keep Prices 
High. 


New York, April 11.—There is lit- 
| tle prospect of a material reduction 
in the high cost of living, sent soar- 
ing to unprecedented heights by the | 
world war, in the opinion of O. P. | 
Austin, statistician of the National | 
City bank, of New York, who de- 
livered an address here today on 
“Prices Yesterday, Today and To- 
morrow,” before the editorial con- 
ference of the New York Business | 
Publishers’ association. | 

Why Prices Have Soared. 

Mr. Austin attributed the rapid 
increase in prices to three prin- 
cipal causes: First, the urgent de- 
mand created by the war for food 
and raw material for the use of 
| the vast armies in the field; second, 
the advance in wages due to the in- 
| creased cost of living; third, the 
enormous inflation in the world’s 
currency caused by the vast quan- 
tities of paper money, put out by 
the leading countries, Commenting 
on these factors, he said: 

“If the governments which have 
been the chief participants ‘in the 
world increase in currency should 
fail to materially reduce that ex- 
cessive supply, and if the world’s 
demand for food, manufacfuring, 
material and manufactures is to 
continue at the present rate, are| 
we justified in expecting a general] 
reduction in prices in the near ft-/| 
ture? The question, I think, an- 
swers itself. There will, of course, 
be instances in which there will be 
material reductions, but in genera] 
terms the outlook for marked or 
rapid decline at least in the near 
future does not seem encouraging.” 

Inflation of Currency. 

The measure by which the cur- 
rency of the world has been in- 
flated was shown by the speaker 
when he said that the warring 
countries had issued paper money 
with a face vaiue of $36,000,000,000 


or more than the value of all the 
gold and silver mined in the world 
since the discovery of America. This 
does not include $80,000,000,000 is- 
sued by the Russian  Bolsheviki. 
Meanwhile, during the four years 
of the war, the national debts of 
the world have advanced from $40,« 
000,000,000 in 1913 to $220,000,000,- 
000 in 1919. He saw little prospect 
of an immediate reduction in this 
inflation in view of the fact that 
the 1919-20. budgets of the leading 
countries of the world call for four 
times as much money as those of 
the year preceding the war. 

“Present indications are,” he con- 
tinued, “that the governments of 
the world will be compelled to col- 
lect in taxes about $50,000,000,000 
a year as against $12,500,000,000 in 
1913, or say $1,000,000,000 a week 
as against $1,000,000,000 a month be- 
fore the war.”

Expected te Relieve Situation. 
Washington, April 11.—Arrival of 
: the American cruisers Galveston and 
Chester at Murmansk, reported to- 
| day in Associated Press dispatches, 


| is expected by officers here to re- 
| lieve the situation among American 


| troops in the Archangel region, a 


'company of which ten days ago re- 
| fused to go to the front until ar- 
guments were presented by their 
officers. The veysels carried Brig- 


adier General W. P. Richardson, who 
| is to assume command of the Amer- 
'ican forces, and two companies of 
railway engineers. Genera] Rich- 
ardson and the engineers were or- ., 
dered to Murmansk at the time it | 
was decided to withdraw the entire | 
allied force in northern Russia and 
their arrival is expected to reas- 
sure the American troops and pre- 
vent any spread of the mutiny. 

No further information as to the 
mutiny was issued today by the / 
| War department. It requires some 
days for cables to reach Archangel 
and so far as could be learned, the 
| department had no additional ad- 
vices. Officers were inclined to be- 
lieve that the incident reported in 
the cable gram given out in sub- 
stance last night was the only one 
of the kind that had occurred. Other- 
wise, it was said, other messages 
would have come in the time that 
has elapsed since that report was 
received. 


To Keep Open Railread. 


The specific purpose in sending 
the two additional companies of 
American railway engineers, as ex- 
plained by Secretary Baker to the 
military committees of congress last 
February, was to keep open the 
railroad from Murmansk south to 
a point near the White sea. This 
line, he said, was regarded as vital 
by the British for the movement 
of supplies or reinforcements. 

Arrival of the two American 
cruisers at Murmansk increases the 
American naval force there to three 
vessels. The gunboat Yanktown 
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‘has been wronged, doubtless,

France Only One of the. 


Great Powers to Vote 
for Brussels—Bitterness 
Against Americans 
Grows in Paris. 


Paris, April 11.—Bitter criticism 
has been aroused in French and 
Belgian quarters over the choosing 
of Geneva as the capital of the 
league of nations. The fact that 
President Wilson’s speech in behalf 
of Geneva was wholly responsible 
for the choosing of the.Swiss city 
as against Brussels is greatly re- 
sented. 

“You will not dare to choose a 
city as the capital of the league 
of nations which incarnates the en- 
mity between races, a city which 
but 
which makes a reconciliation be- 
twten the peoples of Europe more 
distant by the very wrongs it has 
suffered,” President Wilson is ree 
ported to have said to the delegates, 
in arguing against the selection of 
Brussels. 

Belgian Envoy Resentful. 

Paul Hymans, Belgian minister 
of foreign affairs, particularly re- 
sented the fact that the subcom- 
mittee deliberating upon the choice 
of the seat of the league never dis- 


cussed the offer made by Burgomas- 
ter Max of Brussels of the Egmont 
palace. 


“Had London, Paris, Rome or 


Washington been considered,” said 
M, Hymans, “we wold have with- 
drawn with good grace, but when 
a small city was decided on we 
feel that it is Belgium’s right from 
a material and sentimental point 
of view that Brussels should have 
been chosen. 


“Had Zurich fought off the Ger- 
man hordes for fourteen days, had 
Berne been occupied August 20, 
1914, had Geneva withstood the ter- 
rific bombardment to which Ant- 
werp was subjected, had the Swiss 
army battled for four years along 
the Rhine as the Belgians fought 
and died along the Yser, then we 
would understand why Geneva was 
selected.” 

How the Pewers Voted. 

France was the only one of the 
great powers to vote for Brussels 
for the seat of the league, Signor 
Orlando, the Italian premier, who 
spoke for only two minutes, said he 
was bound by the decision of the 
sub-committee. 

When the vote was called for, 
Great Britain, the United States, 
Japan and Italv with two votes 


each, and Serbia, Greece, Brazil and 
Poland each with one vote chose 
Geneva, a total of 12 votes. France 
with two votes, and China, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Portugal, and Belgium 
made up the minority of six votes. 
Thus Geneva became the capital of 
the league of nations. 

The feeling of bitterness against 
Americans which previously had 
been indicated became more  pro- 
nounced today along the boulevards 
and in the chamber of deputies, 
Frenchmen formerly friends of 
Americans and who had formerly 
greeted them warmly, shunning 
them. The query frequently was 
heard “when is President Wilson re- 
turning home?’

PREDICTS EARLY PEACE

He Thinks That Chief 
Obstacles Have Been 
Overcome and That the 
German Delegates Will 


Be Summoned Between 
April 26 and May 1. 


Paris, April 11.—While the mem- 
bers of the British and French par- 
liaments are mobilizing for a pro- 
posal to exact nothing less than full 
indemnification of the allies by Ger- 
many for all the costs of the war 
and are. insisting on Germany’s 
ability to pay the full bill, the Amer- 
ican representatives on the repara- 
tions commission express consider- 
able doubt whether even the account 
to be presented to Germany under 
the plan adopted by the council of 
four (estimated at about $45,000,- 
000,000,000, with the payment spread 
over a period of thirty years) can 
or will be collected in full. 

They assert that they can see 
the possibility that the ways and 
means of holding Germany to pay- 
ment will grow weaker as the years 
pass and that Germany may take 
advantage of some convenient op- 
portunity in later years to repudiate 
her obligations to the present allied 
powers under the peace treaty. They 
recall the action of Russia in repu- 
diating the restrictive Black sea 
clauses of the treaty imposed at 
the conclusion of the Crimean war 
at a niement when a hew political 
constéllation in Europe gave the 
emperor of Russia a fair amount 
of certainty that Russia could do 
this with impunity. 

Opposed by Americans. 

For this reason the American and 
other delegates on the reparations 
commission have opposed a new pro- 
posal which the French brought in 
to specify labor and other requisi- 
tions for the restoration of the de- 
vastated French provinces in the 
first few years after peace, main- 
taining this revived the principle of 
priority as between the various 
creditors of Germany, which had 
been rejected by the commission and 
the council of four. 

They argued that France in this 
way might receive disproportion- 
ately a large share of claims in the 
first years while the ability of the 
associated governments to enforce 
payments was still good and that 
other states dependent upon later 
payments in money and materials 
might be left “holding the bag,’ if 
Germany proved recalcitrant. 

The difficulty probably will be 
met by the French offer to account 
to the other countries for the cash 
value of labor, materials, cattle and 
other things exacted for the restora- 
tion of the nine northern provinces.

Bill, 


ZAPATA IS KILLED 
N SOUTH MEXICO 


Rebel Leader Shot by 


Government Troops--Za- | 


pata Has Been a Power 
Since Fall of Diaz. 


Mexico City, April 11.—General 
Emiliano Zapata, the rebel leader in 
southern Mexico, has been killed by 
government troops, according to an 
announcement made by the Mexican 
war department tonight. 
nouncement confirmed an_ earlier 
newspaper report of Zapata’s death 
from Cuautla, 
relos, 

The message says that a part of 
the fifth regiment, serving under 
General Pablo Gonzales, of the Car- 
ranza army, returned to Cuautla, 
General Gonzalez’ headquarters, to- 
night with the body of the dead reb- 
el chief. 

Advices from Morelos say that 
the death of Zapata was brought 
about by strategy. Zapata with his 
followers had been hiding in an in- 
accessible mountain region since the 
government troops had pacified the 
state of Morelos, which had been 
the stronghold of Zapata since he 
began his revolt in 1909. 

The rebel chief is said to have 
been killed in an unnamed part of 
the mountains of southern Morelos 
by troops under command of Colo- 
nel Guajardo. The war department 
has promoted the colonel to a gen- 
eralship for his feat. 


At the heignt of his power several 
years ago General Zapata figured 
as the possible head of the Mexican 
government. At three different 
times during the last ten years his 
followers were in control of Mexico 
City for brief periods. 


Since the fall of Porfirio Dtaz, 
Emiliano Zapata and Francisco Villa 
in southern and northern Mexico, 
respectively, have been-the sources 
of _— trouble for the various 
govérnments of Mexico. Zdpata, the 
first to raise the standard of revolt, 
was the first to fall. Villa still is 
active in the north, although not 
on as an extensive scale as formerly. 

For ten years Zapata had ravaged 
southern Mexico. Starting with a 


small force in 1909; he was able by

Article X.—Nothing in this cov- 
enant shall be construed as inval- 
ijating any agreement such as the 
Monroe doctrine, for the mainte- 
nance of peace. , 

The exact language of the amend- 
ment is closely guarded and efforts 
to obtain a copy of the text met 
with the statement that although 
there is peculiar American interest 
in the amendment there was no 
reason for departing from the def- 
inite policy of the commission not 
to disclose textual changes in the 
covenant as the work progresses. 

The official statement on last 
night’s session issued this morning 
does not mention the action on the 
Monroe doctrine amendment, al- 
though it has been admitted offi- 
clally from other sources that the 
amendment Was adopted. 

Discussion of the Monroe doctrine 
amendment by the league of na- 
tions commission last night is de- 
scribed by those present as having 
been of a dramatic character, con- 
cluding with a speech by President 
Wilson deprecating the opposition 
which had been expressed and up- 
holding the doctrine as one of the 
great bulwarks against absolutism. 
The debate came late in the sea- 
sion, after other subjects had been 
passed upon.

WISE 1S INDICTED 


IN MURDER CASE 


Grand Jury Indicts Room-| 
mate of Barber Who Met 
Death by Blow From 
Billy on Monday Last. 


Edward D. Wise, 29 years old, was 
yesterday indicted by the Fulton 
county grand jury on the charge of 
murder, following the death of his 
roommate, Grover Cleveland 
Wright, a barber of No. 4 East 
Mitchell street, who wis found in 
an unconscious condition on Mon- 
day just off the Habersham road, 
near the Peachtree Hills county 
school, and who afterward died in 
Grady hospital without ever divulg- 
ing the name of his slayer. It is 
expected that Wise’s trial will take 
place within the next two weeks 
before Judge Humphries. 

In spite of several days and 
nights’ grilling by the police, Wise 
insists that he was not the one who 
struck his roommate on the back 
of the head with a billy which, say 
the poljce, caused his death. Al- 
though the imprisoned man admits 
that he accompanied his friend to 
the scene of the killing, he claims 
tHat a third man was the one re- 
sponsible for the murder. 

Solicitor John A. Boykin and the 
city police are scouting every nook 
and corner for two girls, whom 
Wise declares were in the party on 
the night of the murder. Accord- 
ing to the statements of the man, 
who will soon be placed on trial 
for the crime, he and Wright, in 
company with two pretty Atlanta 


girls, had formea a party and went 
to the site where the body of 
Wright was found. 


Wise at first was reticent on the 
but has told the 
police that he, Wright, another man, 
and two women engaged in a heated 
conversation which ended in a 
fight. He further adds that Wright 


and the man of mystery, whom the) 
police can find no trace of, began | 


to use fists and that the other man 
pulled a billy from his pocket and 
struck Wright over the head. The 
blow felled him and rendered him 
unconscious, which state he was in 
when death ended his struggle.
